Message Validation, Processing, and Provisioning System (MVPS) Updates

e CDC completed testing for the Message Evaluation and Testing Service (METS) 2.3.2.

e CDCimplemented MVPS Release 2.3.3 the week of 6/16/17. The release incorporated the
following system updates:

o Longjurisdiction codes (e.g., the 6-digit code for New York City) are accommodated.

o The METS URL is simplified.

o Anew column is added for storing Message Control ID (MSH-10) in the message data
quality provisioning view.

e The NMI team encourages all non-pilot jurisdictions to complete the Secure Access Management
Services (SAMS) proofing process and confirm their access with the MVPS support team. More
information about SAMS access and training may be found on the NMI website at
http://www.cdc.gov/nmi/ta-sams.html.
